NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1947.1948  and  1951. 

For  the  first  time  it  was  found  necessary  to  apply  to 
a Justice  of  the  Peace  for  an  Order  under  the  above-mentioned  Acts. 
After  trying  for  many  weeks  to  persuade  a man  of  81  years  to  allow 
me  to  find  him  suitable  accommodation  in  hospital  he  was  certified 
by  his  own  doctor  and  myself  to  be  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  and  being  aged,  infirm  and  physically  incapacitated,  was 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 
He  was  accordingly  removed  to  the  Chronic  Sick  Ward  at  Markfield 
Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Superintendent  there  for 
the  maximum  period  of  three  weeks.  Before  the  expiry  of  the  three 
weeks  you  gave  me  authority  to  apply  to  the  Court  for  an  extension 
of  the  Order,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  proceed  thus  far 
as  the  man  concerned  had  settled  so  well  in  hospital  that  he 
indicated  his  willingness  to  remain  there  voluntarily.  He  died 
in  hospital  some  time  later,  but  it  is  comforting  to  reflect  that 
at  any  rate  his  last  few  weeks  of  life  were  not  spent  alone  and 
much  neglected  as  they  would  have  been  had  formal  action  not  been 
taken.  This  case  illustrates  that  formal  action,  unpleasant  as 
it  may  be  at  the  time,  can,  as  it  is  intended  to  do,  bring  comfort, 
care  and  attention  to  those  in  need  of  it,  reluctant  as  they  may 
be  to  leave  their  own  familiar  surroundings,  an  attitude  of  mind 
which,  misguided  though  it  may  appear  to  the  onlooker,  deserves 
understanding  sympathy  and  every  consideration. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


Names  of  likely  recipients  of  Meals  on  Wheels  continued 
to  be  submitted  to  me  by  the  W.V.S.  for  investigation  and 
recommendations  were  made  according  to  the  circumstances  found. 
Housebound,  infirm  or  crippled,  undernourished  elderly  men  and 
women  are  the  people  intended  to  be  helped  by  this  service,  which, 
for  its  proper  functioning  depends  so  much  on  the  firm  which 
prepares  the  meals  and  its  staff  in  the  canteen,  and  on  those  who 
undertake  their  transport  and  delivery.  One  has  reason  to  believe 
that  in  the  majority  of  instances  the  meals  are  much  appreciated, 
not  to  say  the  visit  of  those  who  deliver  them. 


OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

It  will  be  recalled  that  S.O.S.  cards  were  distributed 
to  many  old  people  in  the  district  for  use  in  emergency.  I have 
heard  of  only  one  card  being  displayed  in  a front  window  when 
necessity  arose  but  unfortunately  without  response.  There  may 
have  been  other  occasions  when  they  were  used  of  which  I have  no 
knowledge,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  use  to  which  the  cards 
have  been  put  has  been  extremely  limited. 


HOME  SAFETY 


Early  in  the  year  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
invited  a large  number  of  local  organisations  to  be  represented  at 
a meeting  called  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a Home  Safety  Committee 
for  the  Urban  Area.  Your  interest  and  support  in  this  movement 
were  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  this  meeting  was  held  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  then  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  L.A. 
Robinson. 


A voluntary  Committee  was  formed,  representing  a wide 
range  of  interests  and  including  some  members  of  the  Council  and 
your  Medical  Officer.  It  is  true  to  say  that  there  is  no  place 
like  home  for  accidents  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Committee  will 
be  able  by  various  means  to  focus  the  attention  of  the  public  on 
many  of  the  dangers  to  be  found  in  the  home  and  to  show  how  such 
dangers  may  be  foreseen  and  avoided.  The  Committee  found  it 
possible  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  provide  and  staff 
a Home  Safety  Stand  at  various  local  functions,  to  display  and 
distribute  leaflets  and  posters  and  to  conduct  a simple  competition 
in  the  local  press  for  whose  ready  support  the  Committee  is 
extremely  grateful.  Publicity,  education,  training  and  perseverance 
in  the  pursuit  of  all  three  are  equally  important  in  accident 
prevention  and  I believe  that  much  useful  work  in  these  fields 
will  be  accomplished  by  the  Committee,  whose  meetings  so  far,  by 
your  courtesy,  have  been  held  in  the  Municipal  Offices. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  public  water  supply  for  your  area  was  augumented 
during  the  year  by  water  from  the  River  Dove  Scheme.  Our  own 
boreholes  are  situated  at  Broomleys  and  Holly  Hayes  and  water  is 
still  obtained  from  the  Whitwick  and  Ellistown  Units  of  the 
National  Coal  Board.  Water  from  all  our  own  sources  is  chlorinated 
and  in  addition  that  obtained  from  collieries  is  filtered.

The  total  quantity  from  all  sources  was  408,893,000 
gallons,  a decrease  of  1,457,000  over  1962. 

56,650,000  gallons  were  supplied  in  bulk  to  Market 
Bosworth  Rural  District  Council,  an  increase  of  2,502,000  gallons 
on  the  1962  figure. 


Average  daily  consumption  for  the  Urban  area  for  all 
purposes  was  about  36  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

The  required  standard  of  purity  for  a public  water 
supply  was  maintained  during  1963.  12  samples  of  treated  water 

going  into  supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination

8,672  houses  in  the  area  have  a water  supply  direct  from 
the  public  mains,  and  14  houses,  including  some  outlying  farms,  still 
have  to  rely  on  wells  and  springs. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Snarrows  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  sewage  works  at  Snarrows  Farm,  Osgathorpe,  has  for 
some  time  been  working  in  excess  of its  design  capacity  and,  on 
instructions  from  the  Council,  Messrs  Pick,  Everard,  Keay  & Gimson, 
Consulting  Engineers,  have  prepared  a scheme  for  reconstruction 
and  enlargement  of  the  treatment  works.  This  scheme  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  whose 
sanction  was  still  awaited  at  the  end  of  1963.  The  new  works 
are  designed  to  deal  with  a population  of  18,000,  comprising  the 
northern  and  eastern  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  together  with 
the  villages  of  Swannington  and  Osgathorpe  by  agreement  with  the 
Ashby  Rural  District  Council.  The  works  are  expected  to  be 
completed  during  1965. 

Battle flat 

Messrs  Pick,  Everard,  Keay  & Gimson  have  also  been 
instructed  by  the  Council  to  prepare  a scheme  for  providing 
sewerage  facilities  for  the  community  of  Battleflat,  and  this 
scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation.  It  will  provide  for 
drainage  of  existing  properties  together  with  a limited  increase 
in  building  and  the  effluent  will  be  pumped  into  the  main  sewer 
at  Bardon  Road.  By  agreement  with  the  Market  Bosworth  Rural 
District  Council  drainage  from  properties  at  Shaw  Lane,  Markfield 
wi 11  be  received  into  this  system. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 


Public  cleansing  and  scavenging  are  under  the  control 
of  your  Surveyor.  These  services  are  provided  for  the  whole  of 
the  area.  Six  motor  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  employed 
for  this  purpose. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during 
the  year  when  536,500  dustbins  were  emptied.  This  is  a considerable 
improvement  on  the  figure  for  1962  when  only  466,500  bins  were 
emptied . 


The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Silver  Street,  Whitwick,  Ashby  Road,  Coalvi3-le  and  Standard  Hill. 
These  tips  were  systematically  treated  throughout  the  year  for 
rats,  flies,  etc. 

Wastepaper  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
refuse  from  domestic  properties,  and  a separate  weekly  collection 
is  made  from  shops,  factories  and  offices.  464  tons  of  wastepaper 
were  sold  to  the  Board  Mils  during  1963. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse  is  also 
undertaken  by  the  Council.  In  the  case  of  properties  with  a 
rateable  value  of  £150  csr  under,  one  free  bin  is  allowed  per  week, 
and  for  properties  over  £1 50  rateable  value , two  free  bins  per 
week.  All  additional  bins  are  charged  at  lOd  each,  bulk  refuse 
being  removed  on  a rechargeable  basis.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  continues,  comparatively 
speaking,  to  be  highly  satisfactory,  16  per  1,000  total  live 
births,  lower  than  the  rate  recorded  for  1962  and  lower  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  (20.9)  for  1963. 

As  last  year,  7 babies  died  before  their  first  birthday 
anniversary,  four  of  whom  were  under  four  weeks  and  three  were 
under  one  week.  Prematurity  and  congenital  malformations 
accounted  for  four  of  the  deaths,  diseases  of  the  lungs  for  two, 
whilst  the  remaining  death  was  due  to  leukaemia.  All  these 
deaths  occurred  in  hospital. 

A considerable  improvement  in  the  still  birth  rate  is 
worthy  of  note,  the  figure  for  1963  (18.2)  being  just  a little 
more  than  half  that  for  1962  (35.8).  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
improvement  can  be  maintained  and  that  the  general  trend  in  the 
infantile  mortality  and  still  birth  rates  may  continue.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Coalville  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  1963. 

An  important  step  forward  was  taken  during  the  year 
when  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force.  This  will 
eventually  ensure  that  all  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  in  this 
country  will  be  inspected  and  marked  before  it  is  released  for 
sale.  Whilst  we  have  been  fortunate  in  this  town  to  have  been 
able,  for  many  many  years,  to  ensure  that  all  such  meat  was 
inspected,  this  has  not  been  the  case  in  some  areas. 

During  the  year  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises 
Act  was  published  but  this  will  not  come  into  operation  until 
August  1964.  It  will  however  call  for  a very  careful  study  and 
will,  when  all  the  regulations  are  published,  require  the  constant 
attention  of  your  inspectors.  This,  as  I suggested  in  a report 
presented  to  you  during  the  year,  will,  unless  both  inspectorial 
and  clerical  staff  are  increased,  cause  a neglect  of  other  equally 
important  duties. 

Dr  Hamilton,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  has  at 
all  times  during  the  year  been  a constant  supporter  of  our  efforts. 
I would  thank  him  most  sincerely  for  this  and  would  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  all  the  staff  of  this 
department.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  Council.  We  have  not  always  seen  eye  to  eye  on  every  problem 
but  this  is  as  it  should  be  in  a democratic  state.

As  previously  reported  two  of  the  sites  under  (b)  are 
now  part  of  the  town  centre  development  and  will  not  therefore  ever 
be  in  use  again. 

The  site  licenced  to  the  National  Coal  Board  is  now 
occupied  by  20  caravans  housing  mineworkers  and  their  families 
brought  into  the  area  from  other  coalfields. 

No  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  the  Municipally 
armed  caravan  site  reported  on  in  my  last  report. 

We  have  again  had  the  problem  of  the  gypsies  and  the 
itinerant  traders.  There  is  still  a need  for  a site  in  the  county 
to  which  they  can  be  directed. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  your  district. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


The  only  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  your  area  is  the  one 
owned  by  the  Council  and  situated  in  Avenue  Road. 

The  Bath  has  a capacity  of  80,000  gallons,  water  for 
filling  being  obtained  from  the  public  supply. 

Treatment  is  by  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the 
pumps  are  designed  to  change  the  bath  water  every  four  hours. 
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Daily  tests  of  the  water  were  made  for  chlorine  residual 
and  alkalinity. 

30  samples  of  bath  water  were  obtained  by  this  department 
o.nd  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  29  of  these  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory,  I would  again  pay  tribute  to  the  effort 
which  the  Superintendent  must  exercise  to  produce  such  satisfying 
results . 


SCHOOLS 


Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  obtaining  modem 
sanitary  amenities  at  some  of  the  older  schools.  Hot  water  over 
sinks  for  pupils  and  additional  toilet  and  sanitary  accommodation 
for  staff  were  completed  at  one  school  during  the  year.  Work  was 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  provision  of  additional 
washing  facilities  and  sanitary  accorrmodation  for  both  staff  and 
pupils  at  another  school. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A report  on  the  implication  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  during  the  year.  As  was  to  be  expected, 
the  suggestion  that  a smoke  control  area  should  be  declared  in  a 
coal  mining  town  was  the  subject  of  much  adverse  criticism.  It 
was  eventually  decided  to  defer  consideration  of  the  question  until 
the  middle  of  1964. 

I have  no  doubt  however  that  the  public  are,  happily, 
becoming  more  clean  air  minded.  In  going  around  the  district  it 
is  quite  surprising  to  find  that  many  many  householders  are  having 
the  old  fashioned  grates  removed  and  are  installing  modern  appliances 
in  their  place.  Many  of  these  appliances  burn  gas  or  electricity, 
ideal  fuels  for  preventing  air  pollution.  Others  have  fitted  the 
modem  openable  room  heater  burning  the  hard  cokes  such  as  "Sunbrite1.1 

We  have  over  the  past  few  years  received  many  complaints 
of  the  nuisance  of  smoke  and  fumes  coming  from  the  chimneys  to 
which  modern  closed  stoves  and  boilers  are  fitted.  These  chimneys 
are  the  ones  formerly  connected  to  disused  washboilers  and  are 
sited  on  single  storey  sculleries.  The  complaints  arise  because 
the  householder  is  burning  bituminous  coal  in  these  stoves  and  the 
fumes  and  smoke  are  discharged  at  about  the  bedroom  window  level 
of  the  neighbouring  houses.  The  stoves  themselves  are  designed 
for  slov/  burning  and  simply  distil  tarry  products  from  the  raw  coal 
and  allow  it  to  discharge  up  the  chimney. 
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The  authority  has  no  control  over  the  domestic  chimney 
unless  it  is  included  in  a smoke  control  area  and  we  have  not  had 
a lot  of  success  in  trying  to  persuade  the  users  of  such  appliances 
to  bum  smokeless  fuels.  Many  are  miners  and  some  of  them  use 
the  rough  slack  on  their  kitchen  boiler  with  disastrous  results  to 
their  relationship  with  their  neighbours. 

Many  of  these  appliances  have  been  provided  with  the 
aid  of  improvement  grants  and  it  seems  a pity  that  in  authorising 
payment  of  grants  the  Council  are  not  allowed  to  specify  the  fuels 
which  should  be  burned. 

Two  applications  were  granted  for  "prior  approval" 
during  the  year  and  numerous  enquiries  were  dealt  with  where  new 
installations  at  business  premises  were  planned.  This  very  useful 
activity  is  ensuring  that  the  best  type  of  equipment  is  being 
fitted  and  that  the  minimum  amount  of  pollution  is  being  added  to 
the  atmosphere.  It  is  also  making  sure  that  whatever  the  products 
of  combustion  might  be  they  are  being  discharged  from  a chimney  at 
a suitable  height  above  the  ground. 

There  were  no  serious  problems  arising  from  industrial 
pollution  during  the  year. 

Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  by  the 
volumetric  method  were  made  throughout  the  year  at  stations 
established  at  the  Municipal  Offices  and  at  the  County  Home  on  the 
Greenhill  Estate.  Our  results  are  incorporated  in  National  Survey 
of  Air  Pollution  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

A full  time  pest  officer  is  employed  by  your  authority 
and  the  district  is  systematically  inspected  for  infestations. 

A charge  based  on  the  hourly  wage  rate  of  the  operator,  plus  the 
cost  of  materials  and  establishment  charges  is  made  for  the 
treatment  of  business  premises.  Private  houses  are  treated  free 
of  charge. 


Your  authority ' s sewage  farms,  refuse  tips  and  other 
properties  and  the  banks  of  streams  and  brook  courses  in  the  area 
receive  regular  attention.  Tips  were  treated  to  control  fly 
breeding  during  the  summer  months. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year.

KEEPING  OF  ANIMATS 


Inspections  of  places  where  animals  are  kept  were  made 
during  the  year.  No  serious  nuisances  arose  from  the  keeping  of 
these  animals. 


HOUSING 


The  completion  of  the  current  unfit  house  programme  is 
governed  largely  by  the  availability  of  housing  accommodation  to 
which  the  occupiers  can  be  displaced.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
tables  which  follow  it  was  possible  during  the  year  to  displace  46 
families  from  unfit  houses,  an  increase  of  12  on  the  year  1962. 

38  representations  were  made  in  respect  of  houses 
considered  to  he  incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense.  These 
representations  resulted  in  the  making  of  35  demolition  orders  and 
3 closing  orders.  At  the  end  of  the  year  34  families  were  living 
in  houses  upon  which  Orders  were  operative. 

We  have  continued  with  our  efforts  to  ensure  that 
houses,  which  we  think  have  a useful  life,  are  brought  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard  of  repair.  122  houses  were  made  fit  by  owners 
and  in  four  cases  the  houses  were  repaired  by  the  Council  under  the 
default  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  What  has  been 
achieved  is  not  at  all  indicative  of  the  time  which  has  to  be  spent 
on  this  work.  The  revisiting,  the  discussions  with  owners  and 
builders,  the  reminders  which  have  to  be  typed,  the  preparation  of 
formal  notices  and  the  preparation  of  tenders;  the  further  revisiting 
when  the  work  is  in  progress.  All  this  is  time  consuming.  There 
ought  to  be  a more  simple  way  of  getting  houses  made  habitable. 

Good  work  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Council  in  the 
contribution  they  make  towards  the  cost  of  house  improvement. 

21  discretionary  grants  and  124  standard  grants  were  approved  in 
1963.  Of  this  number  20  applied  to  rented  property. 
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Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Rent  Act  103 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  received.

All  meat  and  offal  after  condemnation  is  stained  with 
a green  dye  to  prevent  its  disposal  for  human  consumption.  It  is 
collected  by  two  firms  specialising  in  the  recovery  of  industrial 
waste  and  by  a local  dog  breeder  who,  after  sterilisation  of  the 
meat,  feeds  it  to  his  dogs.  There  is  no  sale  of  pet  food  from 
these  premises  nor  does  this  person  carry  on  any  food  business. 

A similar  system  is  operated  in  the  case  of  other  unsound  food 
where  their  nature  allows  them  to  be  used  for  such  purposes.  When 
the  food  is  contained  in  tins  the  cans  are  punctured  and  then 
conveyed  to  one  of  the  Council's  refuse  tips  where  they  are  buried 
under  supervision.
